H E ſaid Samuel Watſon doth hereby engage, That this Machine doth perform all the 
Motions that are mentioned: on the Dexter fide of this Sheet, and in the Account 
about the Printed Figure of the ſaid Clock, 

The Number of the Lots to be One hundred, and for each Lot Ten Pounds to be 
paid down ; fo many Ten Pounds as any one Perſon ſhall pleaſe to put in, fo many Lots are to be 
drawn for the ſaid Perſon. 

The way and manner of the Lots, and of their bzing drawn to be thus, viz. The ſaid One 
hundred Lotsto be put into a Box, covered on the "Top with a piece of Green Silk, ro be lifted up 
as each Perſon ſhall put in his Hand, (or a Child to draw for all :) Ten of which Hundred Lots ſhall 
have a Mark | of the Su» | upon them : "Thoſe that are drawn wichout the Mark, loſe: The Ten drawn 
with a Mark have a Second Chance, and Ten new Lots are to be put into the Box, and one of 
them only to be mark'd with the Word [ /i&oria] which whoſoever draws, wins the Clock.

That to prevent any Queſtion which may yo. age to ariſe, who ſhould begin to draw for the 
ſaid Clock, the ſaid Samwel Watſon doth laſtly propoſe, That there ſhall be a Firtt Box of One hun- 
dred Lots, mark'd 1, 2, 3,4, 5» and ſo on till the Number be compleated for the Parties concern- 
ed to draw them ; He that draws the Lot mark'd 1. to be firſt Drawer, and ſo on according to 
what Number each Perfon draws ; they firſt delivering in their Numerical Paper, juſt as every of 
their Turns are to draw.
